The Flood of 


RESIDENT HQOSEVKLT is undoubtedly right 
In thinking that the extraordinary tide of Immi- 
gration now sweeping Into this country is a 
subject demanding the Immediate attention of 
Congress. 
Since last year the Increase in Im- 


migration has been enormous and It is probable 
that the total number of aliens that will have 


been admitted to the United States by the end of tho cur- 
rent fiscal year will sum up nearly 1,000,000. A large pro- 
portion of these newcomers liail from Countries which for- 
merly contributed but a relatively small proportion of our 
immigration nna fn which conditions are not of a character 
to fit people for the enjoyment of free government. 


Several features of the Immigration now In progress 


demand especial attention. There Is reason to believe that 
much of it Is "assisted." Reports from various quarters in 
Europe indicate that railways, steamship companies and 
various other agencies are ransacking Europe for steerage 
passengers. They circulate glowing reports of easy work- 
ing conditions and high wages In America and stimulate 
the immigration fever In every way. In certain Instances, 
it la alleged, people who are wholly unfit for admission to 
thla country and who would be rejected by American con- 
suls and other officials In Europe are fitted out with forged 
papers which are used to deceive the Immigration officials 
at New York. 


These facts would alone be sufficient to put the notion 


on Its guard, but there are other things to be considered. 
Aliens coming to our shoves, having no knowledge of the 
country and only a vague Idea as to what their destination 
Is to be, settle down In tha large cities, where they at least 
find colonies of their countrymen. New York Is being over- 
ran with these aimless refugees. 
Apparently the pressing 


necessity Jnst now Is for the application of .stricter safe- 
guards to prevent the shipment of undesirable Immigrants 
and. the adoption of a- systematic plan for Insuring the 
better distribution of those aliens who are to be admitted.— 
Chicago Dally News.

more than a century is completed. 
The formal national reception of the 
body

the splendid naval chapel now being 
erected near the site of the temporary 
vault. 


The work Monday consisted 
of the 


removal of the body from the Brook- 
lyn to the naval tug Standish, and 
from that to a flout moored to the 
shore, where stalwart jackiea placed 
it in a hearse which waa escorted 
by

imposing cortege 
of 
marines, 


jackies and midshipmen, in which 
the French nation participated with a 
landing party of officers and men from 
a French cruiser. 


The Standish came alongside and 


made fast to the Brooklyn shortly be- 
fore 0 o'clock. The body of the dead 
admiral was hoisted from its position 
on half deck by a boat crane and car- 
ried to the starboard side where an- 
other crane lowered it to the afterdeck 
of the tug.

ARCHITECTURE OP EXPOSITION. 


The choice of alto for the Lflwia 


and Clark Fair wag most fortunate 
and happy, far exceeding in natural 
beauty and 
environments any pre- 


vious exposition. 
The 
arrangement 


of the buildings, the block plan, was 
well in keeping with the site, utiliz- 
ing to the best advantage It* beautiy 
and environmente. 
The object al- 


ways in view, the preservation of the 
vista of the lower Williametto val- 
ley, was never lost sight of, 
and 


firmly fixed the main axis of the 
plan in a north and south direction; 
thus maintaining the fine water view 
in the immediate foreground, across 
which rises the beautiful green pen- 
insula with its oak trees, and be- 
yond, tbo Williamette, flowing be- 
tween high, evergreen bills. 


The decision of the board of archi- 


tects, in tbe design of tbe buildings 
to confine themselves to a frno rena- 
issance of the Spanish type, scorned 
moat appropriate, in viow of 
the 


discovery of the Oregon coast by tho 
early 
Spanish 
navigators. 
While 


this schemo was ultimately doviated 
from to a certain extent, It has been 
carried out in construction similar 
to most of the late expositions, name- 
ly, a wood frame, covered with staff, 
the whole surmounted with red and 
green tile effect. 


In the immediate forefront of the 


entrance, after passing tbe turnstiles, 
is a long, curved peristyle of a dou- 
ble row of Ionic columns, through 
which a mystic glimpse is caught of 
the broad middle plaza, with the 
waterway, peninsula, tbe government 
buildings, 
and 
distant 
panorama 


boyon'd. 
Flanking tho white peris- 


tyle, on tho loft, is tbo two story Ad- 
ministration building, with tbo press 
annex, while on the right are the 
postofllce and police and fire depart- 
ments. 


Leaving the classic peristyle of the 


entrance, 
the 
broad, 
long 
vista 


The immediate 


foreground being occupied by 
tbe 


spacious Concourse Pla'/.a, with the 
Palace of Agriculture to tbe right, 
and the Foreign Exhibits Building to 
the left 
Tbe open space between is 


designated Middle Plaza, and con- 
sists of two bread avenues with sun- 
ken gardens between. 
Dividing tbe 


Kunkon Gardens is a simple Italian 
fountain. 


Tbe Agricultural I'.oilding is do- 


voted to tbe exhibits of the various 
states of tbe West and Northwest. 
It is typically Span lab in character, 
with br~ad wall surfaces, richly or- 
namented window ponctrationa, and 
biond, overhanging, heavily bracket- 
ed oaves. 
Surmounting tbe whole 


rises 
a 
rna.jostic dome, conspicu- 


ously marking tbo building from all 
parts of the grounds. 


Tbo 
Foreign Exhibits lluilding, 


directly oppoaito tho foregoing build- 
ing, 
while of tbe aamo length, is-of 


but half the width. 
Still keeping 


UM broad wall spaces of the Span 
lard, tbis building has an Individu- 
ality of its own. 
lu plauo of tbo 


dome, the number of small towers 
rise from the center of the facade to 
emphasio its quiet dignity. 
Tbe 


central portion of tbo roof is devoted 
to a largo roof garden, whence mag- 
nificent views may 
bo had of the 


grounds and tho grand pauorama o' 
the valley. 
To tbe west of tbo For- 


eign Exhibits Huilding, on a ulightlv 
elevated position, Is placed a build- 
ing devoted to the Oriental exhibits. 
This 
building, 
while somewhat 


smaller than its neigh Lor, ia yet cap- 
able of housing thn exhibits of many 
foreign countries, without counting { 
tbe commodious galleries 
Tbo style 


of 
architecture is so mow nut more 


classic than that of tbo two buildings 
previously mentioned, but is none 
tbe leas Interesting, 


East uf the Agricultural IJuildiug 


At tbe far eastern end 
of 
tbe 


grounds Is a building, second only in 
size to tbe Palace of Agriculture und 
tbe Manufacturing On I Id ing, devoted 


! to exhibits of machinery, transporta- 


j tion and electricity. 
Tbis structure 


forms tbe eastern end of the large 
qu&dn»ngle,tbe sides of wbiob are en- 
closed with various structures, In- 
cluding the Mining Huilrllng, devot- 
ed to onn of the great Industries of 
tbo West, tbe Festival Hall, devoted 
to tbe large gatherings, conventions, 
musical events, etc., coincident with 
an exposition of tbis character, and 
otber minor structures. 


After leaving tbe main buildings 


of tbe fair proper, and directly north 
ot the Middle Plaza, is tbe terrace 
of tbe Lake View Pla/a, which is 
bounded 
with 
classic balustrades, 


and from which broad flights of steps 
descend to tbe hand stand and tbe 
Esplanade on the lake front. 
Tbe 


views from this terrace are magnifi- 
cent, and not the least among them is 
that of the long bridge, with tbe 
magnificent Government Huilding in 
the distance. 
This bridge, with its 


approaches, 
is nearly half a mile 


long and cans! its of a long line of 
arches, 
through 
which gondolas, 


launches and rowboata pass to and 
fro. 
During tbe evening thousands 


of electric lights cast their reflections 
in tbo placid waters below. 


The main object of this bridge is 


to reach tbe peninsula across 
tbe 


lake, on which is situated the govern- 
ment exhibit, consisting of a collec- 
tion of most interesting buildings. 
The main building of tbis group, 
three acres in area, is surmounted by 
two tall towers, each two hundred 
and and sixty feet high. 
Flanking 


tbis structure are two minor build- 
Ings, each eightv feet by one hundred 
and sixty feet, devoted to exhibits 
of fisheries and of the Philippines and 
Alaska. 
Connecting 
tbe 
various 


structures are two grand Ionic peris- 
tyles forming passageways for 
tbe 


public. 
Behind the main group is 


plaood tbe Forestry and Irrigation 
Ouilding. 
All of these are designed 


in tbe Spanish renaissance style, and 
undoubtedly excel in baauty and im- 
pre^siveness any government build- 
ings at previous expositions, not ex- 
cept! UK St. Louis. 


The various state 
buildings 
on 


tbe ground were not considered in 
tbe original scheme, as it was not 
then known bow many would partici- 
pate. 


Tbe California 
building 
excells 


them all. 
It is distinctively Spanish, 


of a cruciform plan, each of its four 
fronts representing a 
reproduction 


of one of tbe four principal Spanish 
missions of tbe State.

Times of "Historian Koosovelt's" re- 
marks concerning the soldiers of 1812 
it struck mo that you might well have 
taken exception also to his comments 
on the naval situation lu that wiir, 
says-11 writer lu the Now York Times. 
Ills protest against our unfortunate, 
custom of 
teaching Inaccurate 
his- 


tory and his plea to have us both ac- 
knowledge past humiliations and draw 
profitable lessons from thorn Is most 
commendable. 
In the same 
speech, 


however, the President la reported to 
have «nld that "we won on uio sea" 
In 1812 because of our previous prepa- 
ration for naval war. 


Is not tluil an example of exactly 


what we are warned against? 
It Is 


true that In duels between light-armed 
ships—viz., frigates—our navy cover- 
"d Itself with glory, but those com- 
bats had little effect beyond showing 
that our navy had no superior where 
forces were equal. The really decisive 
feature of the naval war was that 
lOngland, by reason of the lack of 
fighting units—1. c., "ships of 
the 


line"—In our navy, was able to block- 
ade our coast, to "bottle up" practical- 
ly a,ll thu ships of our small navy, to 
bring our commerce to a standstill and 
to direct as she pleased raids along 
our seacoast, mieh as that on Wash- 
ington. 


The only naval victories that had 


decisive results wore those on Lakes 
Erie nnd Cbamplaln, where the fleets 
on each sldo were Improvised. On tlio 
sea, whore the real naval strength was 
touted, wo wore overwhelmed uo loaa 
than on the land, though the afore- 
mild preparations did prevent the dis- 
graceful features of the land warfare, 
which were duo mainly to our lack of 
regular troops.
